Second Look 


As the new session of Congress gets under way, it is 
apparent that a major division exists between those who 
wish to move forward, ever faster, into new areas of the 
Great Society and those who wish to calm down to the 
extent, at least, of taking a good hard second look at 
what already has been done. 

As an example of the many things worth looking in 
to, consider the provision of last year’s medicare legisla¬ 
tion requiring registrants to take a loyalty oath swearing 
that during the past 12 months they have not been a 
member of any organization infiltrated by or affiliated with 
the Communist party. 

Congress, it appears, never intended such a loyalty 
oath .appropriate in certain legislative areas, to be a re¬ 
quirement for elderly recipients of medical care benefits. 
The only reason advanced for its inclusion in the complex 
medicare legislative package is that the bill was enacted 
in such a hurry nobody knew for sure what was in it. 

The year 1966 would seem like agood time for careful 
reflection on what went on in the frenetic year of 1965, 
and what kind of corrective action may be indicated.
